THE KATIO. 


In hit message vetoing the Mar- 


shall bill, President Hayes quotei the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
Unittd States in the Sejbolt case, de- 
cided last fall, in which the court sajs : 


"The greatest difficulty in coming to 


a just conolttiion arises from mistaken 
notions with regard to the relations 
which subsist between the State and 
National Governments. It seems to be 
often overlooked that a National Con- 
stitution has been adopted in this coun- 
try, establishing a real Government 
therein, and which, moreover, is, or 
should be, as dear to every American 
citizen as his State Government is, 
Whenever the true conception of thn 
nature of this Government is once con- 
ceded, no real difficulty will arise in the 
just interpretation |of its power. But 
if wo allow ourselves to regard it as a 
hostile organization opposed to the 
proper sovereignty and dignity of the 
State governments we shall continue to 
be vexed with difficulties as to juris- 
diction and authority. 
No greater jeal- 


ousy is required to be exorcised toward 
this government in rcl'crcnee to the 
preservation of our liberties that is 
proper to be exercised toward the State 
government. It* powers arc limited in 
number and clearly defined, and its ac- 
tion within the scope of those powers 
is restrained by a sufficiently rigid bill 
of rights for the protection of its citi- 
zens from oppression, The true inter- 
ests of the people of this country re- 
quire that both National and State gov- 
ernments should bo allowed 
without 


iculous interference on cither side to 
exercise nil the powers which respec- 
tively belong to them according to a 
fair and practical construction of the 
Constitution. 
Stale rights and the 


rights of the United States should bo 
equally respected.

heat, is dangerous, even at limes produ- 
cing sudden death.

not dared trust themselves to voto or 
speak on ihcse questions.
